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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the argument presented on p. 12 - 
13 for the 1 12, 1st paragraph rejection to claims 75 - 96. it is determined that the Applicant fails to present an evidence in the Specification 
of the Application in Question for the claimed limitation (reading means being mobile), which is rejected under the 1 12, 1st paragraph. The 
Applicant has provided on p. 13 of the Applicant's Remarks "the lengthening and retracting by a pizo-electric action" as an evidence for the 
claimed limitation. However, it is determined that this evidence is not being "mobile". Rather this evidence means "deforming." In fact, prior 
to the Final Office Action, the Examiner had carefully reviewed the evidence provided on p. 13 (Specification, p. 24, II. 1 - 5, and II. 18 - 25), 
and determined that the "mobile" limitation is not supported by this disclosure in this portion of the Specification, which resulted in the 112, 
1st paragraph rejection in the Final Office Action. 

In response to the argument presented on p. 16 (regarding claims 40 and 41), it is determined that these two claims should have been 
rejected under the 112, 1st paragraph. 

However, in response to the argument presented on p. 14 - 16 (regarding the independent claim 38), it is determined that the argument is 
persuasive. After further search, it is determined to be allowable. Therefore, claims 38 - 39 and 42 - 74 are allowable over the prior art.. 
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
